| savings, and sky-rocketed the prices 
of everything save the barest neces- 
sities of life far beyond his reach. 

Russia proved it when her revo- 
jlutionary leaders used inflation to 
|help drag every worker down to a 
state of regimented and dependent 
penury. 

In every instance currency infla- 
tion hurt the worker and helped the 
| specuiator. Always it crushes the 
lthrifty and exalts the gambler. 
| How? 

It achieves this effect not by re- 
dueing the number of dollars in the 
‘earmer’s pay-envelope or savings 
gecount er insurance estate, but by 
jreducing the actual p 
| power of those dollars.
